I am delighted to present the Environment and Natural Resources Division's annual statistical 
repon for fiscal year 1993. 


Information in this report was extracted from the Attorney Timekeeping System, which contains 
time billed on cases and categories by attorneys and paralegals, and the Lands Docket Tracking 
System (LDTS), a comprehensive information system which tracks all Division cases and matters 
from the time of inception through final disposition. 


The report begins with a summary of significant achievements and accomplishments of the 
Environment Division for fiscal year 1993 and is followed by monetary awards in civil and 
criminal cases and appellate outcomes. The report continues with detailed data relating to 
openings, closings, and filings. How the Division spends its time is then identified by stature, 
case type, client agency, and district for each of the sections. Cases with most time bi":.; i 
fiscal year 1993 is provided as well. The report concludes with an analysis of the averag: ‘ite 
the Division can reasonably expect certain types of cases to remain active. 


As illustrated in this report, the Environment Division, along with the United States Attorneys' 
Offices and our client agencies, can be proud of its many accomplishments this year. Among 
other things, fiscal year 1993 represents the first time in history in which the courts awarded over 
$300 million in Superfund cost recovery and over $100 million in civil penalties for pollution 
offenses. In addition, during this fiscal year, criminal defendants were sentenced to over 151 
years’ incarceration, including supervised release time, for wildlife and environmental crimes' 
violations. 


These achievements could not have been possible without the dedication, hard work and 
perseverance of all Division employees and the combined litigation effort of the talented and 
experienced personnel in the United States Attorneys’ Offices and our client agencies.

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THE DIVISION 


The Environment and Natural Resources Division, formerly known as the Land and 
Natural Resources Division, was created on November 16, 1909, as the Public Lands Division. 
For the first fifty years, the Division's litigation was primarily concerned with federal lands, 
water and Indian disputes. AS the nation grew and developed, the Division's areas of 
responsibility expanded to include litigation concerning the protection, use and development of 
the nation's natural resources and public lands, wildlife protection, Indian rights and claims, 
cleanup of the nation's hazardous waste sites, the acquisition of private property for federal use, 
and defense of environmental challenges to government programs and activities. Staffing over 
600 employees in Washington, D.C., Anchorage, Chicago, Denver, Sacramento, San Francisco 
and Seattle, the Division is the nation's environmental lawyer, and the largest environmental law 
firm in the country. (See the following chart for an allocation of these positions.) 


The Division is organized into nine litigating sections with different areas of expertise and 
an Executive Office. The Appellate Section handles appeals culminating from the litigating 
sections, as well as various matters originating in the courts of appeals, and assists the Solicitor 
General when the Division's cases reach the Supreme Court. Environmental litigation is handled 
principally in the Environmental Crimes Section which prosecutes criminal environmental cases, 
the Environmental Defense Section which defends EPA's rulemakings and administrative actions 
against challenge and defends all agencies of the government in litigation under the pollution 
control laws, and the Environmental Enforcement Section which enforces the nation's 
environmental laws. The General Litigation Section conducts prosecutorial and defensive 
litigation involving federal property and natural resources not subject to one of the Division's 
specialized sections, and defends claims filed by Indian tribes against the United States. Indian 
litigation is also handled in the Indian Resources Section which litigates either to defend Indian 
interests or prosecutes on their behalf. The acquisition of property for Congressionally authorized 
purposes is handled by the Land Acquisition Section. Providing policy formulation and advice 
on legislation is the Policy, Legislation, and Special Litigation Section which serves as special 
counsel to the Assistant Attorney General, acts as liaison with interagency working groups, 
monitors citizen suits under the environmental laws and participates as amicus curiae, when 
appropriate. Prosecuting and defending criminal and civil cases arising under the federal fish 
and wildlife laws is the Wildlife and Marine Resources Section. Lastly, the Executive Office 
serves as administrator to the Division on financial management, personnel, automated systems, 
debt collection, litigation support, space acquisition and management, and procurement.

SIGNIFICANT ACHIEVEMENTS AND 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS

° On September 30, 1993, the Division had !4,977 
pending cases and matters, including 817 cases 
on appeal. There were 3,655 new cases and 
matters received during the year, and 3,711 cases 
and matters closed. 


° During FY93, 1,702 Division cases were filed, 
including 257 civil affirmative cases, 226 criminal 
actions, 506 condemnation proceedings, and 692 
defensive cases. 


° During FY93, awards in civil affirmative 
litigation produced $446.8 million in debts owed 
the United States. This includes $293.2 million 
in Superfund cost recovery (exclusive of interest); 
$95.3 million in civil and stipulated penalties (the 
largest figure ever 2ported), of which $1.3 
million was awarded in citizen enforcement suits, 
$25.3 million in interest; $17.5 million in 
attorneys’ fees, court costs, natural resource and 
other damages, restitution, royalty payments and 
other fees; and $15 million in uncollectible 
penalties in surface mining cases. An 


additional sum of $74 miilion was awarded in 
cost recovery, natural resource damages and 
interest and is being held in the court registry for 
later distribution; and $19.6 million in cost 
recovery, penalties, and natural resource 
damages was awarded to various States. This 
represents a total of $540.4 million in awards for 
civil affirmative litigation. 


In addition to awards to governmental entities 
during FY93, many defendants in Environmental 
Enforcement cases were ordered to spend an 
additional $770.1 inillion in clean-up activities, 
bringing the total value for civil affirmative 
litigation to over $1.3 billion. 


For criminal cases handled in the Environmental 
Crimes Section and the Wildlife and Marine 
Resources Section a total of $19.2 million in 
fines, restitution, and special assessments was 
rendered in FY93. In addition, there were 226 
indictments/informations filed, 241 
pleas/convictions, and over 15] years of 
incarceration time imposed (including supervised 
release time). 


During FY93, the Land Acquisition Section 
handled just compensation claims of over $208. 1 
million for properties comprised of approximately 
59,221.29 acres, which government contract 
appraisers valued at $127.7 million. This 
difference was the critical issue in the Section's 
lawsuits. Courts awarded judgments in these 
cases totaling $148 million (which includes the 
value of a land exchange in the amount of $89.5 


Debts collected by Division in-house staff and 
client agencies for FY93 totaled $91.4 million. 


Debts collected by Division in-house staff for 
FY93 amounted to $42.6 million. Of that 
amount, $36.1 million was collected for natural 
resource damages in the Exxon Valdez civil 
litigation, and $1.6 million was collected in 
citizen enforcement suits. 


Agency collections of Environment Division debts 
for FY93 amounted to $48.8 million. 


During FY93, attorneys and paralegals billed 
454,024.25 hours prosecuting criminal and civil 


affirmative cases. The total time billed for all 
cases and matters during this period was 753,818 
hours. Thus, affirmative litigation consumed 60 
percent of the total time worked by attorneys and 
paralegals. By way of comparison, affirmative 
litigation comprises only 28 percent of the entire 
caseload of the Division. Yet, a disproportionate 
amount of time is billed to these types of cases, 
as compared with other case types. 


During FY93, 549,421.25 hours were billed to 
cases referred by the Environmental Proteci.on 


Agency and the Department of the Interior, 
representing nearly 73 percent of the total case 
time expended by the attorneys and paralegals in 
the Division. 
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CASES AND MATTERS 
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United States y. Idaho (S. Ct.) -- In this case, Idaho 
sued the United States pursuant to the McCarran 


Amendment, 43 U.S.C 666, for a comprehensive 
adjudication of water rights in the Snake River Basin 
Water System. However, Idaho sought to impose 
filing fees estimated to be at least $30 million on the 
United States as a condition of adjudicating federal 
water rights in its State court. Reversing a 
judgment of the Idaho Supreme Court, the United 
States Supreme Court held that the McCarran 
Amendment does not waive federal sovereign 
immunity from state filing fees in suits for the 
general adjudication of water rights in which the 
United States has been joined. Accordingly, the 
western states may join the United States in such 
suits, but the states may not require the United 
States to underwrite those suits. Because of the 
many present and potential water rights 
adjudications in the West, this decision can be 
expected to save the United States over $100 million 
within the next several years. 


Enron Oil & Gas Company y. Lujan (Sth Cir.) -- In 
this case, the Fifth Circuit established that a federal 


oil and gas lessee's “gross proceeds" for royalty 
purposes include reimbursements received by a 
lessee from its purchasers for state taxes paid by the 
lessee. Although the amount of additional royalties 
owed by Enron in this particular case amounted to 
a little over $1 million, plus interest, the 
Department of the Interior has estimated that the 
principle that lessees must include tax 


reimbursements in their royalty base will require 
payment of at least $100 million in past-due 
royalties to the United States by other lessees and 
approximately $15-$20 million annually on future 
lease production. 


(D.C. Cir.) -- In this case, plaintiffs sought 
declaratory and injunctive relief to compel the office 
of the United States Trade Representative to prepare 
an environmental impact statement for the North 
American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), prior to 
the President's conclusion of the agreement and his 
transmittal of the agreement to Congress for 
consideration. Although the District Court granted 
the relief sought, the United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia Circuit reversed, 
concluding that because NAFTA is an action by the 
President, the plaintiffs‘ NEPA claims are not 
judicially reviewable. The Supreme Court has 
denied certiorari in the case. 


-- Civil Affirmative Litigation -- 


United States v, J.B. Stringfellow, Jr.. et al. (C.D. 
Cal.) -- The United States and the State of 
California filed this action in April 1983 against 30 
defendants, including 17 generators of hazardous 
waste. The suit was brought pursuant to Sections 
106 and 107(a) of the Comprehensive Environmental 
Response, Compensation, and Liability Act of 1980 
(CERCLA), and seeks recovery of money spent on, 
and injunctive relief to complete, the cleanup of a 
hazardous waste disposal site in Riverside, 
California, commonly referred to as_ the 
"Stringfellow Superfund Site." The defendants 
counterclaimed against the United States for set-off 
based upon disposal of waste at the site by the Air 
Force and Navy. The United States has stipulated to 
liability for this disposal. The extent of the United 
States' liability will be determined in a later 
proceeding. The defendants also counterclaimed 
against the State under CERCLA and various State 
law claims. The State has been found liable under 
these counterclaims and a recent “tentative ruling" 
from the Special Master in this case allocates 75 to 
85 percent of the liability to the State under various 
State laws. On October 23, 1992, the district court 
entered two partial consent decrees providing for the 
reimbursement of approximately 99.6 percent of the 
United States' past costs and agreerents to pay 
certain future costs as well as to perform additional 
work at the site, with a combined value of 
approximately $150 million. On May 28, 1993, 


another partial consent decree was lodged with the 
Court which will recover approximately $2 million 
Jor the United States and $1 million for the State of 
California. This case will likely take a number of 
years to fully resolve. 


United States vy, Montrose Chemical Corporation 
(C.D. Cal.) -- On April 26, 1993, the United States 
District Court for the Central District of California 
entered a consent decree in this case. The consent 
decree resolves the claims of the United States and 
the State of California against settling local 
governmental entities with respect to their liability 
for natural resource damages resulting from DDT 
and PCB contamination from facilities in and 
around Los Angeles, California, into the 
environment, including the area in and around the 
Channel Islands, the Palos Verdes Shelf, the San 
Pedro Channel, and the Los Angeles and Long 
Beach Harbors. The litigation was brought on 
behalf of the federal and state natural resource 
trustees seeking damages under Section 107(a) (4) 
of CERCLA. Under the consent decree, the settling 
entities will pay federal and state trustees $42.2 
million for natural resource damages. The suit also 
resolved a second claim for relief brought by the 
United States on behalf of EPA for response costs in 
connection with the Montrose Chemical Corporation 
Plant Site, an NPL-listed Superfund site. The 
settling entities will pay $3.5 million to EPA for 
response costs at the site. 


In. re Chateaug (S.D. N.Y.) -- 
On November 27, 1987, the United States filed a 
proof of claim in the United States Bankruptcy Court 
for the Southern District of New York, asserting 
claims for cost recovery under Section 107 of 
CERCLA, and under the Clean Air Act (CAA), the 
Clean Water Act (CWA), the Resource Conservation 
and Recovery Act (RCRA), and the Toxic Substances 
Contro! Act (TSCA). On April 15, 1993, the United 
States Bankruptcy Court for the Southern District of 
New York entered the Settlement Agreement and 
Stipulated Order in this case. The settlement 
agreement resolves certain claims asserted by the 
United States on behalf of the EPA and the 
Department of the Interior. Under the settlement 
agreement, LTV agreed to pay $1 million cash and 
consented to allowed general unsecured claims 
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totaling $34.8 miilion, of which $28.2 million is for 
CERCLA response costs at 15 Superfund sites, $4.4 
million is for CERCLA natural resource damages at 
six Superfund sites, and $2.2 million is for civil 
penalties arising under a number of environmental 
Statutes. 


United States vy. Cosmos lacavazzi, et al, (M.D. 
Pa.) -- On November 23, 1992, the United States 
District Court for the Middle District of 
Pennsylvania entered two partial consent decrees in 
this case. The complaint filed by the United States 
seeks recovery of response costs incurred and to be 
incurred by the United States in responding to the 
release of hazardous substances alleged to have 
emanated from the Lackawanna Landfill Superfund 
Site in Old Forge, Pennsylvania, pursuant to Section 
107(a) of CERCLA. Named as defendants were 
alleged operators of the site, transporters that 
allegedly brought waste to the site, and generators 
who are alleged to have arranged for their wastes to 
be disposed of at the site. 


In one of the consent decrees, 24 generator 
defendants and five transporter defendants agreed to 
pay the United States and the State of Pennsylvania 
$25.1 million in settlement of the claims for 
response costs against them. The second consent 
decree provides for the resolution of claims against 
a group of de minimis generators, which sent small 
volumes of waste to the site in return for a payment 
of $1.5 million. 


Kirby Forest Industries, Inc, (W.D. La.) -- On 
September 30, 1993, the United States District 
Court for the Western District of Louisiana entered 
a consent decree in this case. The consent decree 
resolves the claims of the United States brought 
pursuant to Section 113(b) of the Clean Air Act for 
injunctive relief and civil penalties for violations of 
the Act and regulations promulgated thereunder at 
14 facilities in Alabama, California, Georgia, 
Idaho, Louisiana, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Montana, Texas and Wisconsin. The consent decree 
provides for the payment of $11.1 million. This 
penalty is the largest civil penalty ever assessed for 
civil violations of the Clean Air Act. The consent 
decree also requires Louisiana-Pacific to obtain the 


appropriate permits and to install advanced 
pollution control technologies at an estimated cost of 
$70 million. The consent decree also addresses 
corporate responsibility issues by requiring 
Louisiana-Pacific to hire plant and corporate 
environmental managers to perform an audit of 
Clean Air Act compliance at all of their facilities. 


United States y, The Dexter Corporation (D. Conn. ) 
-- On November 3, 1992, the United States District 
Court for the District of Connecticut entered a 
consent decree in this case. The consent decree 
resolves an action against the Dexter Corporation 
for violations of the Clean Water Act and RCRA at 
its paper-pulp facilities located in Windsor Locks, 
Connecticut. Under the terms of the consent decree, 
Dexter is required to pay a total civil penalty of $9 
million, of which $5.4 million will be paid to the 
United States, and $3.6 million to the State of 
Connecticut. Of the $9 million civil penalty, $7.2 
million will be paid for Clean Water Act violations 
and $1.8 million will be paid for the RCRA 
violations. The injunctive relief provided by the 
consent decree requires measures to eliminate 
unauthorized CWA discharges and to upgrade 
existing treatment facilities to ensure that discharges 
will comply with the CWA, studies to determine the 
effects of prior unlawful discharges and measures to 
mitigate identified effects upon the Connecticut 
River; the study and closure of 18 creas utilized 
unlawfully for the treatment, storage or disposal of 
hazardous waste and measures to remediate releases 
of hazardous wastes that pose a threat to the human 
health and the environment; and a comprehensive 
environmental audit and waste minimization study. 


United States v, Bethlehem Steel Corporation (N.D. 
In.) -- On September 1, 1993, the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of Indiana 
entered a judgment for a penalty in the amount of $6 
million against the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
The penalty was assessed due to Bethlehem's 
violations of RCRA and the Safe Drinking Water 
Act (SDWA) at its Burns Harbor Plant. The 
District Court had previously held, on March 19, 
1993, that Bethlehem had failed to perform the 
corrective action program required by two 
Underground Injection Control (UIC) permits issued 
to Bethlehem by the EPA. The corrective action 


program required Bethlehem to identify and 
investigate releases and potential releases of 
hazardous substances and constituents from its 
facility and to develop a plan to address those 
releases. In its March order, the court had further 
held that Bethlehem violated numerous RCRA 
requirements in its operation and management of 
three hazardous waste management units at its 
Burns Harbor facility. The court held that 
Bethlehem had the capability to perform the 
corrective action program in a timely manner and 
failed to do so. Further, the court found that 
Bethlehem's failure to perform the corrective action 
program was the result of its own willful actions and 
inactions, that Bethlehem knew it was required to 
comply with the RCRA requirements since at least 
1986, and that it completely, and willfully, failed to 
do so. In addition, the court found that Bethlehem 
was in violation of the law a total of 13,408 days. 
In assessing the penalty, the court considered the 
seriousness of the violations, the number of days of 
violation, Bethlehem's lack of good faith efforts to 
comply, and the economic benefit derived by 
Bethlehem from its failure to comply with 
environmental laws. 


United States vy. Westinghouse (M.D. Fla.) -- The 
Environmental Defense Section sued a subsidiary of 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation for unpermitted 
filling of wetlands in Bonita Springs, Florida. 
Westinghouse illegally filled 15 acres of isolated 
wetlands near the Gulf of Mexico in connection with 
the development of an 1800-acre commercial, 
recreational, and residential complex known as 
Pelican Landing. The consent decree, entered by 
the court on March 23, 1993, provides that 
Westinghouse will (1) fully restore the illegally filled 
wetlands; (2) undertake a wetlands enhancement 
project on 98 acres of wetlands on the development 
site, which will include the removal of exotic 
vegetation, the placement of extensive marsh and 
hardwood plantings, the creation of lakes and ponds 
for habitat diversity, and the preservation of the 
wetlands in perpetuity through the conveyance of a 
conservation easement, and (3) pay a $199,088 civil 
penalty to the United States Treasury. The total 
value of the settlement is estimated to be $1.3 
million, making it the second largest judgment ever 
obtained by the United States in a civil enforcement 
action under Section 404 of the Clean Water Act. 
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-- Criminal Litigation -- 


United States y. Chem Waste Management, Inc, 
(M.D. Pa.) -- On October 9, 1992, an $11.6 
million civil and criminal settlement was reached in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania, between the United States 
and Chemical Waste Management, Inc. (CWM) in 
connection with the cleanup of the Lackawanna 
Refuse Superfund Site. The following criminal 
penalties were assessed: a $3 million criminal fine; 
$2.85 million in criminal restitution; $250,000 in 
criminal costs; and $1,200 in special assessments. 
CWM entered a guilty plea to six felony violations 
of CERCLA stemming from its failure to notify the 
United States when reportable quantities of 
hazardous substances were released into the 
environment. The conduct for which CWM is being 
held responsible relates to CWM's employees 
knowingly and intentionally crushing numerous 
drums containing hazardous substances on a large 
scale in order to speed up excavation between May 
and November 1988. Hazardous substances from 
the drums leaked out in the environment posing a 
possible health and safety risk to the site workers 
and the people living in the outlying communities. 
CWM, recognized as the industry leader in 
hazardous waste management, was hired to 
remediate the site, not make the situation worse than 
it already was. 


United States y, Robert Britingham and John 
LoMonaco (N.D. Tex.) -- On May 21, 1993, as a 
result of a jury conviction on 16 counts of RCRA 
violations, $6 million in criminal fines was imposed 
on the highest ranking officials of a major 
corporation ever convicted at court of criminal 
environmental offenses. The Chairman of the Board 
of Directors for Dal Tile Corporation, the largest 
ceramic tile manufacturer in the nation, was 
sentenced to a $4 million fine. The President of the 
corporation was sentenced to a $2 million fine. 
Five years' probation was also imposed upon the 
defendants, during which they must expend (jointly 
and severally) $6 million to develop and institute a 
program for the testing of lead levels in children and 
lead abatement in residences in a Dallas 
neighborhood. In furtherance of this portion of the 
sentence, the Chairman must devote 15 hours a 
week, and the President must devote 20 hours a 
week to the lead program for the entire 5-year 
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(S.D. Fla.) -- 


1993, upon Princess Cruises, Inc., $250,000 was 


IG, its subsidiary, R-M Engineered Products, Inc., 
and Alvin P. Tiedemann, a former Executive Vice 
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President and Secretary/Treasurer of IG, as a result 
of guilty pleas to various environmental criminal 
violations. A total of 7 years' probation was 
assessed as well. IG and R-M had pled guilty to 
one RCRA felony (illegal storage); and Alvin 
Tiedemann had pled guilty to a CERCLA 
misdemeanor for failure to notify of the existence of 
hazardous substances at a facility located in South 
Carolina. Charges against three remaining 
individuals were dismissed at sentencing. 


The successful prosecution results from a seven- 
count indictment involving the illegal handling of 21 
drums containing hazardous waste, and constitutes 
the first prosecution in South Carolina against a 
holding company and a senior-level executive for 
criminal violations of environmental laws. 


United States vy. Louisville Edible Oil Products 
(LEOP), et al, (W.D. Ky.) -- On April 22, 1993, 
sentences were imposed upon LEOP, Presidential, 
Inc., and two officers of LEOP as a result of guilty 
pleas under CERCLA. Pursuant to guilty pleas 
entered on all counts of a nine-count indictment, 
LEOP was sentenced to a $350,000 fine, of which 
$50,000 was suspended on condition that LEOP 
expend $125,000 in cleanup costs. As to the 
remaining $300,000, $100,000 was paid on April 
22, 1993, with the rest to be paid in yearly 
$100,000 installments for the next 2 years. Fora 
Similar guilty plea, Presidential, Inc., paid a 
$50,000 fine. 


Pursuant to guilty pleas entered on three of the 
CERCLA counts, two corporate officers received 
identical sentences of 2 years' probation with a 
special condition of 6 months' home detention and 
a $2,000 fine. The defendants also were ordered to 
pay the costs of their detention and electronic 
monitoring. The charges related to violations of 
asbestos work practice standards for the removal of 
asbestos under the Clean Air Act and failure to 
report releases of hazardous substances into the 
environment in violatic’ 9» CERCLA.

United States y. 42.13 Acres of Land in Tuolumne 
and Calaveras Counties, and Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, et al, (E.D. Cal.) -- After many 


somain -- 


years of complex litigation over the issue of just 
compensation, the United States secured an 


extraordinarily favorable settlement of this case. 

The case involved the condemnation of 42 acres of 
land on the Stanislaus River, California, owned by 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company (PG&E), for 
a Bureau of Reclamation dam and reservoir project. 

The effect of the taking was to render PG&E's 
power plant at the site i.operative. Based on 
appraisals, PG&E claimed compensation of $102 
million. The government's attorneys secured a 
series of favorable legal rulings by the court, which 
led to PG&E's agreement to settle the case for $1.3 
million - the amount of the government's deposit of 
estimated just compensation - reserving the right to 
appeal the court's rulings. With interest, the value 
of the landowner's claim, and thus the government's 
exposure, was in excess of $400 million. 


United States y, 18.57 Acres of Land, Consolidated 
(D. Ut.) -- This case 


Mayflower Mining Co, 

involved the taking of 18.57 acres of land for the 
Bureau of Reclamation in connection with the 
Jordanelle Dam and Reservoir, Central Utah 
Project. At the trial to determine just compensation, 
the landowner claimed, and presented evidence, that 
the taking of the subject 18.57 acres from a 25-acre 
parcel destroyed the only means of accessing and 
re-opening the old Mayflower gold mine near Park 
City, Utah, causing severance damages of $8 
million. The government attacked the feasibility of 
mining the property and challenged the accuracy of 
the landowner's expert reports. The government's 
appraiser testified that the property had the highest 
and best use for recreational homesites and a value 
of $67,500. The jury was persuaded by the 
government's testimony and returned a verdict of 
$67,500. 


Board of County Supervisors of Prince William 
County, Virginia y, United States (Cls. Ct.) -- This 
case involved a claim for compensation arising out 
of the 1988 legislative taking of 558 acres in 
Northern Virginia for an addition to the Manassas 
National Battlefield Park. The claimant in this 
case, Prince William County, was seeking 
compensation for 13 acres of land conveyed to it by 
a developer in fee simple for public street purposes. 
At trial, the County presented evidence that the 
property had a market value of $2.1 million. The

position of the United States was that both legally 
and factually the property was unmarketable and 
that the County was entitled to 10 compensation. 
The trial court agreed with the United States and 


denied compensation. 


-- General Litigation -- 


settlement agreement resolves the three lawsuits 
referenced above and four administrative appeals 
involving assessments by the Department of the 
Interior's Minerals Management Service (MMS) for 
additional royalties owed by Marathon. Under the 
settlement, Marathon agreed to pay a total of $5.7 
million, which included sums already paid to MMS. 
On January 27, 1993, Marathon Oil Company paid 
the United States $2.3 million, which was in 
addition to the $3.4 million previously paid. 
Marathon also agreed to dismiss, with prejudice, all 
judicial and administrative litigation involving the 
Settlement matters. 


Michael Shearn y, Ward Petroleum Corporation and 
the United States (W.D. Ok.) -- This action was 
filed to establish plaintiff's right to share in royalties 
from unitized oil production covering his federal 
lease. Judgment was entered on December 10, 
1992, awarding the United States the right to 
recover from co-defendant, Ward Petroleum 
Corporation, $3.1 million in proceeds from 
production attributable to the United States' interest 
in the unit well, and $5,000 in attorneys' fees. In 
addition, Ward Petroleum Corporation was to pay 
plaintiff Michael Shearn $181,999.92 in royalty 
payments for production from the first sale. 


United States vy, Kootznoowoo, Inc, (D. Ak.) -- The 
United States sued Kootznoowoo, Inc., a Native 
corporation, for timber trespass to lands in the 
Tongass National Forest adjacent to lands owned by 
the Corporation. On April 5, 1993, the Corporation 
agreed to pay $708,000 to settle the case. That 
figure represents the full value of the timber, plus 
the administrative costs of the agency in processing 
the claim plus interest. Kootznoowoo is willing to 
settle for full value because the United States had a 
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colorable claim for treble damages under an Alaska 
statute relating to timber trespass. The settlement 
has led other Native corporations to settle trespass 
claims of the Forest Service without the necessity of 
filing litigation. 


-- Indian Litigation -- 


Crow Tribe and the United States v. State of 
Montana (D. Mt.) -- This case involved a dispute 
with the State of Montana over the State's ability to 
tax or to impose royalties on coal mined on the 
Crow Reservation. In this action, in which the 
United States and the Crow Tribe are co-plaintiffs 
seeking restitution of taxes illegally collected by the 
State of Montana, the United States filed a lien of 
$190,405.59 against a $30 million fund in the 
registry of the court. The fund in the registry of the 
court was Set up to hold the disputed tax funds from 
third parties that otherwise would have gone to the 
State of Montana. The lien was to satisfy a claim 
by the Bureau of Indian Affiairs (BIA) against the 
Tribe for earlier grants that the Tribe had failed to 
properly account for. The Tribe and the United 
States negotiated a settlement by which the BIA 
recovered $95,202.79 in April 1993 from the fund, 
while $95,202.80 was distributed to the BIA to be 
held in trust for the Tribe. We then dismissed our 
lien. The remainder of the $30 million fund had 
been distributed earlier to the BIA to be held in trust 
for the Tribe, after we were successful in 
invalidating the State taxes. 


United States v. Weyerhaeuser Company (D. Or.) -- 
This is a civil suit brought by the United States to 
eject Weyerhaeuser Company from an 80-acre tract 
of land belonging to the Wyandotte Tribe of 
Oklahoma and to recover trespass damages for 
nearly 50 years of wrongful occupancy by defendant 
Weyerhaeuser. In April 1993, the United States 
settled with Weyerhaeuser Company for $50,000 in 
exchange for release of all claims in law and equity 
that it had asserted or could assert against the 


Company. 


United States y. Burson (C.D. Cal.) -- This is a civil 
suit for ejectment and recovery of mesne profits from 
two defendants who have operated a trailer park on 
the Colorado River Indian Reservation since 1971, 


without a lease or payment of rent. In March 1993, 
the United States settled with one of the defendants 
for $40,000. We are still pursuing our remedies 
against the other defendant. 


United States y, Emmet Harrison (W.D. Ok.) -- On 
February 26, 1993, the Federal District Court in 


Oklahoma issued a final default judgment in an 
action for trespass and wrongful occupation of 130 
acres of restricted Indian land in Grady County, 
Oklahoma. The Court ordered the defendant to pay 
$1,645.22, plus interest at $1.36 per day from 
September 24, 1992, until February 25, 1993, in 
damages for the reasonable rental value of the 
property upon which he trespassed, and to pay 
penalties of $1.00 per day per head of livestock, for 
an estimated total of $14,465.38, for wrongful 
grazing on the subject property. The court also 
issued an injunction prohibiting defendant from 
using the Indian allotment unless and until he 
obtains a valid lease approved by the United States 
and pays rent and grazing fees accordingly. 


-- Wildlife and Marine Resources -- 


Round Island Vessel Forfeitures (D. Ak.) -- These 
five forfeiture actions in the District of Alaska 
resulted when domestic fishing vessels violated 
regulations issued under the Magnuson Fishery 
Conservation and Management Act. The regulations 
close an area of the Bering Sea to fishing to protect 
walrus "haul-out" islands. After the violations were 
documented, claimants in a related case challenged 
the validity of the regulation, arguing that the 
Secretary of Commerce had no authority to protect 
marine mammals under the Magnuson Act. The 
government successfully argued, however, that such 
regulations are authorized under the Secretary's 
authority to protect the marine environment. Once 
the validity of the regulations was upheld, these five 
forfeiture cases were settled for a total of $710,000. 
The Wildlife and Marine Resources Section worked 
closely with the U.S. Attorney's Office on these 
cases and the underlying challenge to the regulation. 


United States y, F/V Der Cheng Tsai No, 6 (D. 
Guam) -- The Magnuson Fishery Conservation and 
Management Act prohibits foreign vessels from 
engaging in fishing within the United States’ 


Exclusive Economic Zone (EEZ) unless the flag 
nation has a fisheries agreement with the United 
States and the particular vessel is issued a permit to 
engage in such fishing. Foreign vessel 
encroachment into the U.S. EEZ has become a 
particular problem in Pacific and North Pacific 
areas where there are extremely valuable fishery 
resources. In August 1993, the F/V Der Cheng Tsai 
No. 6, a@ vessel belonging to the Taiwan 
Government, was observed fishing inside the EEZ 
off the island of Guam. After we authorized seizure 
of the vessel, the Coast Guard escorted it into 
Guam. Vessel logs showed that it had made 26 
illegal sets in the U.S. EEZ during 1993. The local 
U.S. Attorney's Office negotiated a $100,000 
settlement in lieu of a forfeiture action against the 
vessel. 


The Policy, Legislation and Special Litigation 
Section (PLSL) continued its legal and policy role in 
support of the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA). In the spring of 1993, to 
fulfill the President's campaign commitment, the 
Administration began negotiating side-agreements to 
NAFTA on Environment and Labor with the Mexican 
and Canadian Governments. From then through 
successful conclusion of both agreements in late 
summer, PLSL was the sole Department 
representative on the U.S. negotiating team. At 
their request, PLSL advised the Office of the U.S. 
Trade Representative, EPA, Labor Department, 
State Department and other agencies on legal and 
policy issues arising with respect to, inser alia, 
enforcement, citizen suits, access to administrative 
and judicial tribunals and transparency in the 
development of laws and regulations. We also 
helped develop and coordinate the views of the 
Office of Legal Counsel and the Civil Division on 
constitutional and other legal issues. 


The Division has participated extensively in ongoing 
Administration efforts to amend several major 
environmental statutes, including the Comprehensive 
Environmental Response, Compensation and 
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Liability Act (Superfund or CERCLA), the Clean 
Water Aci, the Safe Drinking Water Act, the Mining 
Law of 1872, and the federal pesticide and food 
safety laws. We have also participated in 
development of administrative positions on 
international matters, including trade and 
environment, implementation of the Antarctica 
protocol, and legislation related to the export of 
hazardous waste. 


Finally, the Division has joined other agencies in 
their efforts to ensure that environmental regulation 
and enforcement are directed at the highest 
environmental risks, including those risks which 
disproportionately affect low income and minority 
communities. The Division has also worked to draft 
legislation to protect the religious freedom of Native 
American religious practitioners.

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CITIZEN ENFORCEMENT SUITS 


In addition to handling the litigation referred by the client agencies, the Division 
monitors citizen enforcement actions that are brought under the environmental 
statutes. Most federal environmental statutes contain provisions which allow private 
citizens to bring civil enforcement actions against both private parties and government 
agencies to enforce the substantive provisions of that particular statute. These 
provisions represent a recognition by Congress that the enforcement of the nation's 
environmental laws is too important to leave to the exclusive province of the Federal 
Government and that a valuable public service is performed when private citizens join 
in the effort to secure compliance with environmental obligations. Among the many 
laws that contain such measures are the Clean Air Act, the Clean Water Act, the 
Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, the Endangered Species Act and the Toxic 
Substances Control Act. 


The citizen suit provisions of each of these statutes are not uniform, but they are 
similar in certain elements. First, each statute requires that a written 60-day notice 
be given to the appropriate federal agency so that it can decide if it wishes to 
commence its own enforcement action or to abate the activity that precipitated the 
notice. Failure to give such notice prevents a court from exercising jurisdiction over 
the lawsuit. Second, some of the citizen enforcement provisions, including those 
under the Clean Air Act and Clean Water Act, require that a copy of the complaint be 
served upon the Attorney General. These complaints are reviewed by Division staff, 
and counsel are notified about potential interests of the Division in the litigation. The 
Division often participates in such actions as: ~ii amicus curise at either the trial or 
appellate level, when the legal issues are *uvel or otherwise important to the 
Division's enforcement interests. Third, an increasing number of citizen suit provisions 
allow the United States an opportunity to review and comment upon all proposed 
consent judgments prior to their entry by the court. The Division takes this obligation 
very seriously and will file objections to the entry of any proposed consent judgment 
that fails to conform with the purposes or requirements of the environmental statute 
that is being enforced in the citizen suit. 


Finally, under most citizen suit provisions, a court is authorized to levy a penalty 
against a private party who has been found to be in violation of the law. Any such 
penalty is owed to the United States (since the citizen plaintiff has filed the suit to 
enforce the law, not to collect private damages for any violation), and therefore must 
be paid to the Treasury. Often, the penalties assessed by a court in these actions will 
run into the hundreds of thousands of dollars; million-dollar payments are not unheard 
of. (In 1991, for example, the United States collected over $4.4 million in penalties 
and interest in the litigation entitled Public Interest Research Group of New Jersey v. 
Powell Duffryn Terminals.) In some cases, the parties may arrange in a settlement for 
the defendant to fund an “environmentally-beneficial credit project." The Division 
Supports such projects when there is a sufficient connection between the proposed 
environmental project and the violations at issue in the citizen suit. 
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Over the last 5 fiscal years, citizen groups have collectively recovered for the United 
States Treasury over $11 million in penalties and interest. The Division gratefully 
acknowledges this effort and the dedication and hard work put forth by these 
individuals and groups. They are recognized below with our thanks and appreciation.
